The first nonstop 


—James K. Henley trans-Atlantic flight 


from New York to 
Paris by Lindbergh in 
the Spirit of St. Louis stands as one 
of the best known historical feats of 
the 20th century. 
Less well known is the fact that 
Lindbergh's celebrated 1927 flying 
odyssey started in San Diego, Calif., 
where the single-winged aircraft 
was designed and built after Lind- 


‘ bergh had been turned down by 


other aircraft companies. 

In one of his autobiographical 
works, “The Spirit of St. Louis,” 
Lindbergh explained that he was 
desperate to have a plane in time to 
compete with other pilots and com- 
panies who were vying for the Or- 
teig prize, offered by New York ho- 
tel owner Raymond Orteig in 1919 
to the first aviator to make the first 
nonstop trans-Atlantic flight be- 


‘tween New York and Paris. 


“I'm behind all my competitors,” 
wrote Lindbergh, “So far behind, in 
fact, that they don’t even consider 
me in the running. Most of them 
don't even know | exist.” : 

Lindbergh began working with 
engineers at Ryan Aeronautical Co. 
in San Diego in the early spring of 
1927, and just two months after 
placing an order for the airplane, he 
was flight-testing the Spirit of St. . 
Louis in the skies over southern 
California. :
